Pwo > Turin” - phystologisté,~Dra- 
Treves and Aggazzottl; reported an In- 
teresting experiment . regarding the. 
possibility. of training a pigeon whose 
cerebal hethisphere “had. been re 
moved. .Two birds were thus ablated, 
one-of them being .subsequently- un- 
‘molested, and the other’ stimulated 
to fly and move. about.’ In the course 
of eight or nine months the latter had 
learned to fly back to its perch when 
‘removed from it, and seemed to show 
some signs of memory, as-upon return 
ing to its usual room. aster.-a two 
weeks’ absence, it immediately: flew 
to its cage, and mounted the pereh, 
The untrained bird, even when placed 
very near the perch, could not mount 
it, nor even enter its cage unassisted. 
- Both birds retained throughout the 
strange, huddled, sleepy. appearanée 
and attitude characteristic. of the 
pigeon after removal of the cerebral 
hemispheres. Nor did cither of them, 
even the trained one, ever fly down 
or leave the perch of its own accord, 
‘sor ever feed itself, and both would 
have starved to death with a.plentiful 
aupply. of food before thera if they had 
Not been forced to eat.
